Lincoln  uii;..  a  clean  fighter.         u^a  not  nt.  sit  ate  to  oii.ploy 
iiumor  cjia  ridicul-      i.  r:;  thosj©  were  the  ^-yeapons  best  suited  to  his 
use  but  his  iiiain  strength  lay  in  his  ability  to  drive  hosib  sound 
reasoniiit.  ..ith  tht  sltd^e  hammer  of  facts.

—  not  to  Caiirornia.    And,  v^hen  he  placed  his  hand  upon  the  Bible 
and  swore  to  defend  the  Constitution,  he  did  not  make  a  theatrical 
sho.v  of  it  —  he  defenaed  the  Constitution. 

Living  in  a  time  of  stress  and  *vorry  and  bloodshed,  Lincoln 
never  asserted  that  "the  sii  chine ry  of,  civiii station  had  coae  to  a 
d^ad  stop."    Under  a  man  like  Lincoln  the  machinery  or  civilization 
could  not  stop  for  it  is  raen  like  him  that  con; titute  the  very 
machinery  of  ci vilizt.tion  Itself. 

The  machinery  of  civilization  in  America  will  stop  only  vvhen 
governiaent  oX  the  people,        the  people  and  for  the  people,  has 
perished  from  the  earth.
